HOW THEY ARE MADE READY TO 


MEET MISHAPS AT SEA. 


Tli« Life Saving Outfit* That Are 


Carried by the Atlantic Liner*. 
Paraphernalia. Reooired by Law. 
Thone AVho Die at Sea. 


Going down to the sea in ships is gen- 


sral'.y regarded as risky business. Even 
persons who would take their lives in 
their own hands are squeamish about put- 
ting them into other persons' bauds. This 
rijucuiuishiiess doesn't keep many of 
them ashore, but it makes most nieu, and 
probably all women, wish they knew how 
many lifeboats stood betwc-eu them and 
a watery crave. 


When the manager of one of the linest 


of ocean steamers was asked what prepa- 
ration his company makes for saving pas- 
sensers in case of accident, he said: 


"In the fir^t place, we don't expect »to 


have an accident." 


"But i: you do?" 
"Thru \\e have lifeboats, life preserv- 


er«, life rafts, lifelines and all tho para- 
phernalia required by law. 
Our steam- 


ois sail between New York and an Eng- 
libh port nnd aro therefore subject to the 
regulations of the British board of trade 
as well as to the American rules. In or- 
der to clear a vessel carrying passengers 
frc;in a British port we must be inspected 
or surveyed by the British surveyors be- 
fore we can get a certificate. This has to 
be done before ever)" departure from their 
ports. That means we arc- surveyed by 
their inspectors every few weeks. When 
that takes place, all our fire apparatus is 
examined, and \v<: have to go through a 
part of tin1 limit drill. A certain number 
of the- life!j(j:it« are swung overboard to 
bhow that the davits tire in working order, 
and one of thorn is lowered to the water. 


"We used to have drills at wa, but 


tbnt meant that the whole- chip's company 
must appear on deck. Tho firemen ciimu 
tip in their undershirts or without them, 
us the case might be. The s>t'-wards, the 
c-ookp, the butcher, artil the baker, and 
thp scullion—everybody turne'l out. 
It 


wasn't what you tni;;ht call u dress 1>-'i- 
rade, and we gave it tip. ]>rill« arc had in 
port now. We have Hfobnnts with a car- 
rying capacity of 1,500, although we rare- 
ly have more than l.ftfX) or 3,400 souls 
ubnnrd. 
When we have carried over 


1.500 out from England, we put on rafts 
for tin; balance." 


A big oec.'iri steamer carries a whole 


fleet of lift-bouts. Here is tho list of the 
bouts corried liy ono of the German 
steamers: Ton flcel boats of a capacity 
of r>20 cubic feet oach, two steel boats of 
;S.~itl cubic feet c«ch, twelve collapsible 
bents of 30-1 cubic foot fiich nnd two 
wooden ones of 1'24 nnd 155 cubic fort re- 
upcctivcly. The cubic rapacity of a bout 
is c/£ iiiti-rottt because upon that depends 
the number of person* it cnn curry. Ac- 
cording to the law in this country, the 
carrying capacity of a lifeboat on nn 
ocean vpsnel IH found by multiplying the 
cubic capacity by six and dividing the re- 
sult by ten. According to thin rule, each 
of tin- largest sti-cl boats above mentioned 
would be allowed to carry thii-ty-one pas- 
sengers. As u matter of fact, they ure ex- 
pected to carry fifty or sixty.

In tho case of cabin passr-n^ers it all 


depends on cir*umstauccs. All steamers 
carry one fppc'uil cofhn, but ns a general 
thing only one. This can be hermetically 
bt-aled and would be used lor bri.igiiig 
into port the body of any one of especial 
eoii.senuence or of any ono accompanied 
by friends w-ho objected to a burial ntsta.

Mountain climbing is -a craft which has 


n twofold object—the attainment of the 
point which it is desired to reach nnd the 
•voidance of accident iu so doing. 
The 


first is gained by skill, the second by pru- 
dence and experience. 
Accidents ure 


caused either by things falling upon the 
climber .or by the climber himself falling. 


\Vhen I apeak of accidents, I mean 


practically unavoidable misfortunes. More 
than half the deaths that annually occur 
on the Alps are caused by neglect of the 
most rudimentary precautions nnd are not 
properly accidents. 
*Crue Alpine acci- 


dents are those which occur in spite of 
foresight nnd precaution. They have al- 
ways been few, and when the continually 
increasing number of climbers is reckoned 
they may be said to decrease rather than 
increase in frequency. 


The things that by falling upon a climb- 


ins party may produce fatal results are 
rocks, ice and enow. All rock mountains 
are falling to pieces—some faster than 
others—under the alternate frost and 
thaw. Water trickles into cracks ou a 
wnrni day. 
At night it freezes and Iu 


freezing expands. It thus acts like a 
wedge to widen the cracks nnd tear rocks 
asunder. Thus the whole I'ace of most 
rock mountains is cumbered with loose 
stones balanced on lodges to fall when the 
lea?t impulse is applied. 
One stone in. 


mution starts others and they in turn many 
more. In this manner a whole rock face 
may be swept by myriads of falling rocks 
of all shapes nnd sizes. Such falls are 
fairly common on the oast face of the 
Mntterhorn. That is why the route fol- 
lowed up it keeps as close as possible to 
the edge of the face. 


liork faces are, usually furrowed with 


tracks called pullies and couloirs, worn by 
tin1 stones falling down them. 
If a gnlly 


is straight, stones generally fall down the 
middle- of it, and the sides may be climbed 
in comparative safety. 
Some faces of 


rock ure less liable to be stone swept than 
others. 
An experienced climber knows 


the signs of danger. When there is much 
recently fallen snow ou n lock face, stones 
do riot fall so often us when the snow is 
nil melted away. A good climber hears 
nil these facts in mind nnd knows what 
to look out for. 


As with stones, so with ice. 
It does 


not fall anywhere and anyhow. 
It has 


its habits, which may he learned by ob- 
servation. Except I" the lower part of a 
glacier ice seldom appears on the surface. 
People talk vaguely of ice when tbi>y 
meun hard frozen snow. Where a glacier 
descends a very steep and uneven slope 
It breaks up into great lumps of ice, 
which are called scracs. 
Serucs often 


tumble, but seldom in the early part of 
the dny. It Is generally easy to perceive 
whether n given serac is ready to fall or 
whether it is lirm. A well chosen route 
avoids the truck where the serac may bo 
expected to fall. The crests of some nar- 
row snow ridgo 
4) are fringed with an 


overhanging wave of ico, called a cornice. 
CorniroH grow slowly by accretion of 
pnowllukou. When they become too big, 
they fall, nnd woe to the man on whom 
they full!

"There's all sorts of trays of making a 


living, and I've seen many queer things 
in this Hue," said an attache of the coun- 
ty hospital, -"but the strangest of all is 
that of being a 'fake relative.' 
TJon't 


know what that is, hey? Weil, neither 
did i until I came here, but it's a great 
graft all the same, and it gets the money. 


"We are continually receiving at the 


morgue here the bodies of unidentified 
men and women. Death is frequently the 
result of suicide or accident. In either 
ciise the newspapers print a pretty fair 
description of the reinains, which is fur- 
nished by the morgue authorities in the 
hcpe that jt will bring in some relative 
to identify the body and thus save the 
county expense. 


"Then the 'fake relatives' get in their 


•work. There is a lot of these harpies, 
but it is seldom they interfere with one 
•another. They seem to recognize the 
right of pre-emption, nnd the first one on 
the scene is usually K'ft free to work the 
claim. Tho Take relative' has studied the 
newspaper description so well that he 
can give a reasonably good word picture 
r-f the appearance of the dead person. 
He asserts that the body is that of « 
cousin or something of that sort and 
leaves with the avowed intention of 
making arrangements for the funeral as 
soon ns the inquest is over. 


"A day or so later a genuine relative 


shows up, and the fakir makes it his 
business to be near at hand. He con- 
vinces the genuine mourner that he is a 
distant cousin nud announces his inten- 
tion of defraying all the expenses of the 
funeral, which is welcome news to the 
rent relative. But he is n little short to- 
day, having given all his spare currency 
to the undertaker as n guarantee pay- 
ment, and if the mourner would like to 
chip in $5 or $10 for ilowers or carriages, 
why, it would be acceptable. Glnd to get 
out of the heavy tax incident to burial, 
the real relative generally unbelts, and 
the fakir disappears for ft day or two, 
until the const is clear for another opera- 
tion of the same kind.

U Would Seem to Be » Delusion and 


« Snare. 


"Strange how people pin Iheir faith 


to rope as a means of escape f rom burn- 
ing buildings," remarked an officer of- 
the fire department. 
"Hundreds of 


traveling men carry a coil of light rope 
habitually in one of their trunks-and feel 
safe on the upper floors of hotels they 
know are mere deathtraps. A. drummer 
of my acquaintance, who weighs fully 
•200 pounds and who has taken no exer- 
cise for the last twenty years, has a 
sample case--with a special compartment 
containing fifty yards of silk lifeline, ex- 
tremely light and strong. 
" 'Do you really think you could slide 


down on that in case of fire?' I asked 
him when he showed me the arrange- 
ment. 


'"Why not?' he replied. 'It's been 


tested to three times my weight.' 


"The only difficulty that occurred to 


him was the breaking of the line. That 
he would hare no trouble hanging to it 
on the way down he took for granted. 
Now, as a matter of fact," continued the 
speaker, "a rope is the very worst fire 
escape imaginable. To begin with, a 
moment's reflection will show you thai 
the chances are two to one that it will 
catch on fire ond be destroyed before it 
enn be used. The windows of nearly all 
buildings are arranged in straight ver- 
tical lines, one directly above the other, 
and a rope thrown out of an upper story 
would necessarily cross every casement 
on the way down. The probabilities are 
that some or all of them would be spout- 
ing flame nnd the rope would last about 
as long as a piece of pack thread. 


"But, assuming the coast to be clear, 


a rope would be almost useless to any- 
body but a trained gymnast. The aver- 
age mau would find it physically impos- 
sible to let himself down hand over 
hand, and if he attempted to slide hit 
palms would be flayed, and he would let 
go involuntarily before he went thirty 
feet. Gloves or cloth are no advantage, 
as we have proved by tests in the depart- 
ment. If they are thick enough to pre 
vent abrasion, they will also prevent one 
from obtaining sufficient purchase to 
csise the descent. 


''The only thing of any value in that re 


spect is the handkerchief looped loosoh 
arouncl9the rope nnd then tic-<l firmly IP 
both ends to the wrist. 
The loop wii 


bind slightly in the descent aud net us n 
brake. 
That is something, by the way 


that is well worth remembering. Getting 
a hitch or two of the rope around one's 
leg is of no use whatever, unless some 
body has hold of the lower ond and i- 
keeping it taut. Altogether, the rope es 
cape is a delusion and a snare, and I wish 
the fact were generally understood, be 
cause the confidence that is reposed in it 
makes people careless of other and propci 
precautions."—Xew Orleans Times-Dem 
ocrat. 


Tides In Lake*. 


Tides of the ocean, as every one knows, 


are the result of the unequal attractions 
of the sun and moon en the earth's sur- 
face, ns compared with its center. 
A& 


the proportionate difference on account 
of its lessser distance is greater in the 
case of the moon, its tide raising influ- 
ence is rather more than twice as great 
as that of the sun, notwithstanding the 
dictum of the man who would not be- 
lieve the moon had anything to do with 
it because he had seen tides when, there 
was no moon. 


Visitors to the lake country may not 


be aware that our small inland seas have 
tides which follow the moon with even 
more precision than the open ocean. The 
wr.ter in a lake "rocks" as though it were 
a solid mass, but slowly, the surface 
changing its level as the meridian of 
the lake alters its direction with regard 
to the moon. It requires, however, minute 
observation to detect this tide. So small 
is it that the difference between high nnd 
low water in a lake a hundred miles 
brood is little more than an inch. 


In some of the lakes of Switzerland, 


besides the semidiurnal tide, phenomena 
have been observed, called locally-seiches, 
in which the whole body of -water rocks 
or vibrates in twenty minutes or half an 
hour.—London Telegraph.

Frieuils" (Scribner's), by Edward Everett 
Hale. lie ia writing of Sidney H. Gay, 
then managing editor of tlie New York 
Tribune. 


"I hare never seen in print Gay's story 


of that fearful night when Lincoln was 
killed. But one hears it freely repeated in 
conversation, and I see no reason why it 
should not be printed now. 


"With the news of the murder of Lin- 


Colu there came to New.York every other 
terrible message. The office of The Trib- 
une of course received echoes of all the 
dispatches which, showed the alarm at 
Washington. There were orders for the 
arrost of this man, there were suspicions 
o" the loyalty of that man. No oue kuew 
whut the morrow might bring. 


"In the midst of the anxiety of such 


hours to Mr. Gay, the acting editor of 
that paper, there entered the foreman ot 
the typesetting room. He brought with 
him the proof of Mr. Greeley's leading 
article, as he had left it before leaving 
the city for the day. It Mas a brutal, bit- 
ter, sarcastic personal attack on Presi- 
dent Lincoln, tho maa who when Gay 
read the article was dying in "Washing- 
tuii. 


"Gay read the article and asked the

The fake photograph is mainly the 


product of the exigencies of the modern 
illustrated daily and the general "cussed- 
ness" of celebrities whoa they ought to 
be together instead of staying far enough, 
apart to be out of common focus. The 
fake photograph ought only to be used 
as a last resort, but they are so easily 
made that they are resorted to on the 
slightest provocation. 


These photographs come into play 


mainly when group pictures are wanted, 
and the shears and pastepot go far to 
their making. For instance, suppose an 
ocean liner is to sail on which are booked 
a few senators, a duke, a party of jock- 
eys and a popular actress. To ge't the 
picture of the pier aud ship is an easy 
matter, but to be fortunate enough to 
obtain at the same time those of the well 
kuown passengers is a different matter. 


This difficulty is got around by the 


photographer first getting the picture of 
the surrounding as a background nnd 
then taking on separate plates those of 
such of the voyagers required of whom 
they happen not to have a photo in stock. 
After these are developed the pictures of 
the individuals arc cut out, after first be- 
ing reduced to the necessary size, pasted 
on the desired background, nnd the whole 
is reproduced, generally in half tone. In 
this way arc taken the pictures of the 
high divers who are cleverly transposed 
to the top of photographs of high poles 
or spring boards. As may he inferred by 
this "unprofessional" method, a subject 
may be placed in any background.

In Any Sense of tke Word.

"and I have been conducting a quiet lit- 
tle autographic study with the huixiau 
face as the basis. I have couie to the 


5 '-'cWehislon that the American face is nut 
^^dl^Jnctive in any sense of the word, or, 


if it has any distinctive feature, it is in 


nifcbe fact that there is no strong charac- 
>- tesistic that would differentiate U from 
. other faces of superior races. There is 
nothing that will call it up in the iniud 


, ,«roui the world's group of Caucasian 
.faces. Yet this is not true of other white 
skinned races. The English face, the 
Jew face, the Irish face, the Italian face, 
the Chinese face, the Japane.se face, tho 
French face, the Indian face and even 
the negro face, all those have something 
jjbout them which -\vill call up a definite 
picture in one's mind. 


"The English face is a trifle dim in the 


mind's eye, and yet one may think of the 
high forehead and the high cheek bones. 
The French face is distinctive. The Ital- 
ian face, while not strongly portrayed in 
the mind's picture, is yet definite enough. 
The Jew face is easily differentiated, aud 
one may say the same of the Irish face. 
Memory may slightly mix for the mo- 
ment tho Chinese and the Japanese face, 
but still the line of difference is clearly 
marked. There is Lo, the poor Indian, 
whose face one may never forget. The 
negro face is thoroughly distinctive. 


"But what shall one say of the Amer- 


ican face? Take this comic paper I have 
been scanning. And, by the way, there 
is one curious thing about the faces 
which one may find in comic papers, a 
thing which one may call a polite slan- 
der in caricaturing. The Jew- face, the 
Irish face and the African face are tho 
favorites with the men who grind out 
tho alleged comical pictorials. They al- 
ways make a clownish money grabber of 
the Jew, a representation us unjust as 
the old stage portrayal of Shylock or tho 
Jew of Malta with his cap, his red fringe 
Of whiskers, his wig and his cringing 
mien. They were equally unjust to 1'at, 
for Krin's son is nearly always a ditcher, 


j.^wj.jjj his pick, his pipe and his overalls, 
•'•'ftnd tho only justice they do him is in 


preserving his inimitable wit. They fifil 
to do even so much for the Jew. In both 
cases the pictures show signs of having 
beeu made with the meat ax on the 
butcher's block, for they preserve noth- 
ing but the grotesque abnormalities of 
the two lacc.s. And the negro—well, ho 
is alwajs hanging around tho hen roost. 


"But ,lliuhe luces stand out merely as 


types and not as serious portrayals of the 
facial characteristics of the races to 
which they belong. They are of course 
suggestive of certain peculiarities which 
are common to all members of the races 
represented. But they are horrible exag- 
gerations, unjust and almost criminal ex- 
aggerations, for it cannot be said that 
they, are accepted with indifference by 
persons who are prejudiced one way or 
tho'other. 


"But I was speaking of tho American 


face, with its lack of distinctiveness," 
the observant citizen continued. "The 
American face is probably peculiar in 
some w ays. It is peculiar in its' cosmo- 
politanism. 
It is in one sense a com- 


posite face. 
It is international in one 


Bcnsc, for here and there one may find 
the traces which suggest a relation to 
this, that or the other race. It may be a 
line or a ligament bequeathed by an 
early English ancestry or something sug- 
gestive of Teutonic origin or a sharp sug- 
gestion of the Frenchman's face or the 
Irishman's or the Italian's or the Scotch- 
man's or some slight hint which would 
lead one back through the flood and 
tears of the ages to the sterling old fore- 
fathers who lived in foreign countries 
aud died under different flags and in tlif- 
lercnt climes long before the Mayflower 
touched her bow against the soil of the 
new western world. Of course the Amer- 
ican may be picked out in the crowd. 


"But when one must deal with the 


American abstractly one can scarcely 
call up the American face. Uncle Sam, 


- With his striped trousers, his sharply cut 


- ' <&at, his plug hat, his whiskers and hia 


mand, good natured face, is a happy con- 
ception, yet he may never hope to por- 


"3 fc.ctissay the matchless and indescribable cos- 


mopolitanism of the American face. It 
Is too unique in its likenesses and unlike 
nesses. The lines and ligaments, the 
muscular interlacements, the curves and 
arches of the forehead are still there, 
«nd yet they are too delicately traced to 
be remembered when the face has passed 
the memory. 


"So I have reached the conclusion aft- 


er these reflections that the American 
face is not distinctive in the sense that 
the mind may call it up at any time and 
separate it from the faces which are 
associated with other superior races. 
Among the home folk there are certain 
things which will enable one to call up a 
face which Is probably distinctive in its 
Americanism, and yet it could not be ac- 
cepted as the face which would correctly 
and adequately represent the whole race 
of Americans. Tor instance, there is 
•what may bo popularly called the Reu- 
ben face, the lace which one may find in 
the rural sections of the United States, 
the face of the agriculturist and the 
farmer. There is a certain typo in the 
remoter country sections which is prob- 
ably peculiar to Uncle Sam's domain, 
nnd yet it would fall far short of repre- 
senting tke American face, just as far 
short as the grotesque portrayals re- 
ferred to in connection with other races 
and other nationalities. It would only rep- 


^ resent a small number of Americans, and, 


while the type is thoroughly American 
and substantial enough in its representa 
tion, it would give no idea of the facial 
appearance of the vast majority of 
American citizens. 


"Thus it would be with every other 


class, or one might take all the classes 


(,ii(and make a composite picture, copying 
" from each tho characteristic that Was 


most marked in its Americanism, am; 
yet the picture would fall much below a 


' faithful portrayal of that infinite cosmo- 


oo politanism of the American face as It 


really is. And it would still lack that dis 
tinctivoness which would enable one to 
call it to mind as readily as one may 
call up tho face of some representative 
ol another race where the features arc 
jnore strongly differentiated."—New Or 
leans Times-Democrat.

This summer's girl will know how to 


Bwim If one may Judge by the number 
pf young women to bo found In the 
ffnrkish bath tanks at unnaturally 
iearly hours In the morning practicing 
Ifancy strokes or sometimes taking les- 
ipons from an attendant, 
i Oddly enough, these girls say they 
warn more quickly In the tanks than at 
0.e regular swimming schools. At the 
Schools most of the teachers use cork 
floats or trolley belts, and for some rea- 
eon or other women fail to gain confi- 
dence while they have these artificial 
supports. 


"I don't believe In the cork floats." 


Ibid a Turkish bath attendant who 
lumbers many New York women 
Jtmoug her swimming pupils. "They 
give some aid in acquiring the proper 
movements, but they fall to give the 
learner confidence In herself at the very 
beginning. Once she has learned with 
a belt Bhe must begin and learn nil 
(over again without it 


', "The best way Is to learn In a tank 
ibefore going Into deep water at all. The 
ivery first lesson In swimming is to 
toake the pupil confident. If she strikes 
out In a tank, she knows that if hhe 
goes under she has only to pick herself 
up again. 
! "Sometimes I have stretched a rope 
half way across the tank and have 
Bhown the karner that it is possible to 
reach it from tbe steps by pushing the 
foot back against the steps as one 
starts. O«fe this has been done suc- 
cessfully and the swimmer has caught 
the rope at the end of the drive yhe bus 
learned an important lesson—that is, 
that the water will bear her up if tho 
body Is properly poised. 
' "Women learn to fawiru easily enough, 
but they are slow in acquiring style. 
They will not go slowly enough, and 
they never, or at least very rarely, un- 
derstand tbe impetus that bends tho 
body along through the water. They 
flepend too much on the hands and legs. 
But style in swimming means much 
besides being graceful, for it indicates 
courage, coolness, self confidence and a 
thorough enjoyment of the exercise. 


"Women soon learn to use their arms 


gracefully, but their leg movements 
are wild and terrible. To cure this I 
have often had swimmers hold on to 
the side rail of the tank arid practice 
the leg stroke only. Sometimes I tako 
the pupil's feet In my hands and move 
the limbs automatically in the proper 
time, counting for each movement 
Aft- 


er guiding tbe pupil in this way she 
.•will count as &be swims alone and 
finally masters the motion. 


"The grace of a swimmer largely de- 


pends on the power and sweep of her 
stroke The hands, pointed directly 
ahead, should be held together while 
the swimmer counts one slowly after 
bringing the finger tips in touch. Rest- 
Ing on the stroke for this one moment 
allows tbe body to drive ahead from 
the Impetus given by the kick. Most 
fc?omen part the hands Immediately on 
touching them and thus waste force 
and retard their progress."—New York 
Bun,

White arsenic is the form in which nr- 


eoriic is taken by the peasants of StyHn 
and the Tyrol. Professor SohallurupJ-s-r 
of GaetK was the first to call attention tu 
this practice in a report which he wade 
in 1822 to the Austrian government on 
the cause of the numerous deaths from 
arsenic poisoning in those districts. II;? 
found that arsenic was kept in most of 
tbe houses iu upper Styria under tbe 
name of "hydrach," evidently a corrup- 
tion of "huttenrauch," or fnrnnce smoke. 
His statements made were subsequently 
confirmed from personal observation by 
a Dr. McClagan of Edinburgh, but for 
many yeais afterward tbe arsenic eaters 
were generally disbelieved in, and it was 
not till I860 that C. Heise published "con- 
vincing evidence. 


Arsenic is principally eaten by hunters 


and woodcutters with the object of ward- 
Ing off fatigue and improving their' stay- 
ing powers. Owing to the fact that tho 
sale of arsenic if illegal in Austria with- 
out a doctor's certificate it is difficult to 
obtain definite information of a habit 
which is kept as secret as possible. Ac- 
cording to Dr. Lorenzo, in that district 
tbe arsenic is taken fasting, usually iti a 
cup of coffee, the first dose being minute, 
but increased day by day until it some- 
times amounts to the enormous dose of 
12 or 10 grains. He found that the ar- 
senic eaters were usually long lived, 
though liable to sudden death. They have 
a very fresh, youthful appearance and 
are seldom attacked by infectious dis- 
eases. 


After the first dose tbe usual symptoms 


of slight arsenic poisoning are evident, 
but these soon disappear on continuing 
the treatment.

In* of Th«in Explain- How They Do 


Their Work. 


It would seetn from tbe frequent ap- 


peatanc* -of hr.ndvmtiug experts in tbe 
courts and the charges they make for 
their services that there must be some- 
thing occult about the science of chkoK- 
ruphy and thnt the ways of the hand- 
writing expert must be queer and devi- 
ous. To hear one of these men explain 
his sciencp, however, it all appears excep- 
tionally simple. One of the bes.t known 
of these experts a few days ago explained 
his plan of work in this wise: 


"When u writing of unidentified au- 


thorship is submitted to rue, I aim to de- 
termine the dissimilarities it exhibits from 
a conventional standard. 
Every person 


writes with a certain general movement, 
these movements being classified under 
he beads of forearm movements, wrist 
movements and finger movements. 
The 


rained eye can see at a glance according 
o what general system the writing is 
)euned. 


'This anonymous writing we call the 


suspect.' The suspect is now carefully 
nnui.vzed. Every letter in every word is 
dissected, and each departure from tbe 
(standard is noted. These dissimilarities, 
:uken m full, will be invarably found to 
be characteristic of tbe writer. In spite 
of himself they will appear to a greater 
or less extent in everything that he writes. 


"Havinc thus analyzed the suspect, I 


take up the specimens of known author- 
ship aud roguided as being very likely of 
identical authorship with tbe suspect. 
These spec mien* we call the exemplars. 
They arc- nnalvzed and dis-sected, just as 
in the case of the suspects. 
It will b*> 


very en«v iu mo«t cases to sny that cer- 
tain of the exemplars could not have been 
penned by the author of the suspect, and 
after more careful examination it will be 
possible to say \\itb accuracy whether thi' 
suspect was written by the writer of ouo 
of tbe exemplars, and if so. wbich one. 


"In cases of disguised handwriting the 


difficulty k gpnpially not greatly increas- 
ed. A person simply cannot avoid betray- 
in-; himielf in his penmanship, and al- 
though lie may successfully disguise a 
few letters, in the main the natural dis- 
similarities from the accepted standard 
will be evident nnd unmistakable. 


"In cases of disguised handwriting tli« 


expert must fiist dcteimine tbe method of 
the disguise so us to know what aie the 
real nnd what the nnieal features fit the 
person's regular handwriting wtileh am 
heie displayed. Having determined thu 
method the lest is easy, for au adjust- 
ment can be made in every case, ju«l -n 
the surveyor allows iu his calculation-* 
for abnormal influences upon his com- 
puss.."—New York Times.
